London, England.—The anti-war 
demonstration sponsored by Com- 
munist organizations throughout the 
world, passed off peacefully and left 
large and apprehensive forces of 
troops police in the capitals of 
Europe With little work on their 
hands. 


The most serious disturbance re- 
ported was in Canton, China, where 
martial law was declared for the day 
after grenades had been thrown in 
a government factory. 

Although such meetings as were 
held in European centres passed off 
quietly, for the most part under close 
police observance, there were scat- 
tered clashes with the authorities and 
several score of persons were added 
to those already in jail. 

Gathering under the slogan of 
War,” Communists 
over the entire Soviet Union took 
part in the demonstrations, which 
also marked the 15th anniversary of 
Russia’s entry into the world war. 
Hundreds of thousands of persons 
filled the streets of Moscow in long 
parades led by brass bands and num- 
berless banners and floats. 

Demonstrations on a large scale 
were held in Moscow, Leningrad, 
Kharkow and at other cities at which 
resolutions were passed declaring 
the danger of a new war and pledz- 
ing support to the government's 
efforts in the cause of peace. A

France, whose Communists had 
made the most extensive prepara 
tions, enjoyed a comparatively un- 
disturbed day.

Police 
continued late into the night.

ractical Subjects Should Be Part Of 
School Curriculum 

“A sound education is the thing 
that matters for the intending 
migrant,” is the dominant note of the 
report read at the meeting of tho 
British Associaion for the Advance- 
ment of Science by a committee that 
has been considering the educational 
training in secondary schools for 
overseas life. The chairman of tho 
committee is Sir John Rugsell, of the 
Rothampsted Experimental Station 
at Harpenden, England. 

“But no education is sound that 
does not provide some handwork, 
especially for thosexwho can learn 
better through practical methods, 
the report said. 

In concluding its report the com- 
mittee stated the chief conclusions 
to which their enquiry had led them; 
as follows: 

“When properly worked, the intro- 
duction of studies on soil, the grow- 
ing plant, the management and*util- 
ization of the soil and the broad out- 
lines of agriculture, besides. giving 
boys and girls the kind of practical 
training necessary to equip them not 
only for life Overseas but for life 
generally, has been found to raise 
the standard of attainment in other 
subjects.
